to information here, sentiment in 
laver of the former czarist general 
and against the Soviets is running 
high in Paris. 
The Izvestia’* '•warning” is con­ 
strued aa a word of advice to 
France not to be concerned over 
the whereabouts of General Koutie­ 
poff, and not to express too much 
sympathy with the military 
ele­ 
ment* which oppose the Soviet r e ­ 
gime.

of war vessels into more than six 
categories. 
In addition, the nations prefers I 
ing limitation by categories—the 
Fnited States, Great Britain and 
Japan 
will attempt to limit the 
Percentage of transfers from on** 
category to another to a negligible 
quantity while France will insist 
ut*on 25 per cent. 
The British will further insist 
that there shall be no transfers be­ 
tween the three major categories, 
battleships, eight inch gun cruis-l 
ers, and aircraft carriers, and are j 
anxious to prevent transfers from 
surface vessel tonnage to subma­ 
rine tonnage. 
I'ntil these questions are settled, 
it will be difficult for the delegates 
to approach an agreement on fig­ 
ures of tonnage.

made by a committee on pardons 
of wrtieh Frank O. Lowden, former 
governor of illinois, is chairman. 
Any reform of penal administra­ 
tion will depend m ore on better 
guards than improved jails, til** re­ 
port said. 
The committee has been seeking 
for live years the best measures to 
reduce crime in America and for 
the last year has studied prison 
guards. 
The cornrpittee reported 
the i>olitieal spoils system so com­ 
mon in the naming of guards and 
their pay so low that it reached 
the conclusion most guards ‘are 
ignorant 
men, 
weaker 
mentally 
than the prisoner they watch.” 
The report also stated that de­ 
spite the advance of the reform 
idea, imprisonment of 90 per cent 
of the adult prisoners in this coun­ 
try still means "confinement in 
durance vile.”
